JAPAN EXPEC TS SETTLEM EN T 


WASHINGTON, MAY 15.- /Furth­ 
er representations from the Japanese 
govern men t in support of its protest 
against th** California land legisla­ 
tion were forecast to day when Vis­ 
count Olinda, atter i>eing informally 
notified of Governor Johnson's in­ 
tention to sign the land ' ill, called 
twice ut the stat** department to in­ 
quire when the governor probably 
would act. 
After the amuassador's first visit 
actiivg Secretary Moore went to tile 
white house and spent half an hour 
discussing the situation with Presi­ 
dent Wilson. 
It is understood, how­ 
ever, that Mr. 
Moore was abl * to 
throw little light 
u.pon Gov. Joh n ­

anibaasador later.
